GRAVE CHARGE AGAINST THEM 


A«|c«d to Explain Why Th«y Should 
Not bo Punlshoci for Con- 
tompt of Court. 


Judge Coolidge yesterday afternoon 
UAued an order citing W. Worth Bean 
and Henry C. Mason, respecti^’ely 
president and superintendent of the 
St. Joseph & Benton Harbor street 
railway company, to appear in the cir­ 
cuit court June 1, and show cause why 
they iBhould not be proceeded against 
for contempt of court. 


This order was made u{M>n the read­ 
ing and filling of an affidavit made by 
E. S. Kelley, an attorney representing 
the minority stockholdei« of the street 
railway company, that Messrs. Bean 
and Mason were violating an injunction, 
granted by the circuit court during the 
recent proceedings in the application 
for a receive of the railway corpora­ 
tion, and which has not yet been dis­ 
solved. 
This alleged violation is con­ 
strued as contempt of court and those 
of the stockholders suflTering by reason 
of being deprived of the protection in­ 
tended by the injunction ask that the 
aUeged violators be required tosati^ 
(mstorily show unto the court they are 
not guilty of contempt. 
Judge Cool- 
idge’t order was served upon Messrs. 
B m and Mason yesterday afternoon. 


After the Kelley affidavit was read 
to the court, M. L. Howell, counsel for 
Bean and Mason, insisted upon an im­ 
mediate bearing of the matter, but 
Gore & Harvey, the complaining stock­ 
holders’ lawyers, urgea that the al­ 
leged offenders be required to appear 
in court in accordance with the order 
as suggested to the court, and Judge 
Coolidge was 
of 
the 
same mind. 
Messrs. Bean and Mason are therefore 
required to be present in court June 
I and defend the accusations against 
them* 


The injunction 
which 
thev are 
charged with violating restrained them 
from disposing of any of the company’s 
property other than is necessary in 
the ordinary course of business, and 
it is expected to show that in extend­ 
ing the car lines in St. Joseph in con­ 
sideration for a lighting contract, and 
in using the power of the company, 
purchasing new rolling stock and In­ 
creasing the liabilitv<M the company 
by incurring heavy indebtedness, the 
accused oflk;ials have violated the in­ 
tent of the injunction. 
Mr. Kelley’s 
affidavit sets forth the lighting fran­ 
chise granted Mr. Bean by the St. 
Joseph city council and has other 
proofs intended to show that the in­ 
junction in question was no restraint 
upon Messrs. Bean and Mason.

Washington, May 26.—The debate on 
the tariff bill began in the senate yes­ 
terday with crowded galleries and a 
large attendance of senators and the 
tariff leaders of the house. Minor busi­ 
ness claiméd attention up to 2 p. m„ 
when Aldrich, in charge of the tariff 
bill, had the measure laid before the 
senate and took the floor for the open­ 
ing speech. At that time every avalla, 
ble seat in the galleries was occupied. 
The Republican side of the floor showed 
an almost solid representation, there 
being only,three or four vacant seats. 
The 
Democrat.s 
also 
presented 
full 
ranks, and the scattered seats of the 
PopulLsts were occupied with but one 
exception. 
Dlngley, chairman of the 
ways and means committee and au­ 
thor of the house bill, took a seat Imme­ 
diately l)eslde Aldrich and listened at­ 
tentively. Other Republican members of 
the ways and means committee and 
Simpson, of the Populist contingent, oc- 
cut>led the rear lounges. Speaker Reed 
was not present.

Aldrich spoke for almost an hour and 
a quarter, adopting an easy conversa­ 
tional style. 
His speech was the of­ 
ficial utterance of the finance commit­ 
tee and in a sense of the Republican 
side of the chamber. Without making 
Invidious distinctions between the two 
bills Aldrich clearly stated as the belief 
of the finance committee that the house 
bill would not yield revenue adequate 
for the needs of the fovemment. His 
line of argument as to this Is Illustrated 
by the following:

NEW LAKE FREIGHT LINE. 


Its Operation Between Benton Har­ 
bor and Chicago Assured. 


A new lake freight line will be es­ 
tablished between Benton Harbor and 
Chicago June 1 or shortly thereafter. 
The company which will operate the 
business is composed of Chicago capi­ 
talists. 


Only one boat will be operated and 
that will be entirely devoted to the 
carrying of freight. 
It is not definitely 
settled what boat will be adopted, but 
if possible one with a carrying capacity 
equal to the steamer City of Louisville 
will be secured.

The ideal batter put.«) into his stroke, 
first, body motion; second, tipper arm 
motion; third, forearm motion, and 
fourth, wrist motion. Tiie stroke begins 
with a strong body swing, which is fol- 
loNved by the motions of the upper and 
fore arm respectively, and ends with a 
short, quick snap of the wrists. Al­ 
though this is tlie analysis of the ideal 
stroke, it is not precisely the one that I 
would recommend for the majority of 
amati‘urs. To get all the motionn to 
their fu ll' extent against good pitchers 
requires an ability to judge the ball 
more quickly and accurately than ama­ 
teurs, with few’ exceptions, can do. 
The wrist and arm motions can be cou' 
trolled more easily and quickly than 
the body swing, so that if most of the 
latter is left off the batter has a greater 
chance of judging the ball accurately. 
I tlierefore think, as accuracy is abso­ 
lutely essential, that batters should be 
coached to use but little body swing. In 
other words, they should be coaclied 
not to “ slug’’ and try for homo runs, 
but to meet the ball squarely for line 
single.««. Wlu n you see a batter, iw> 1 of­ 
ten have, strike at a ball, and from the 
force of the stroke be turned completely 
around, you have seen one who is guilty 
of t wo bresiclu's of correct batting prin­ 
ciples. First, having entirely sacrificed 
tlie important arm and wrist motions, 
he has, with stiff arms and wrists, de­ 
pended entirely upon a pow'erful body 
swing. And, second, he has lost his bal­ 
ance and therefore all batting form. It 
will be well to bear in wind tlutt 
against any pitcher a good, clean hit 
can be maile, even without any body 
motion, if the ball be hit squarely and 
with a quick arm motion and snap of 
the wrists.—Har])er’H Konnd Table.

Prof. Taft rhlr>ks **Curl-Leaf” Will 
W o rk Havoc. 


L a n s i n g . Mich., May 2(l.~The vast 
number of peach-growcrs in Michigan 
will be concerned in an announcement 
just made by L. R. Taft, professor of 
horticulture at the agricultural col“ 
lege, who says that from the appear­ 
ance of the peach trees in this section 
and from the .samples of diseased leaves 
that have been sent him from other 
sections of the state. It seems probable 
that the disease known as “curl-leaf” 
will be widespread this season. He 
says that while a similar appearance 
may be caused by plant lice, the true 
curl leaf is due to parasitic fungus 
which generally appears soon after 
the leaf opens. The leaves alVected 
generally urop from the trees and if 
many of them are lost a proportionate 
number of peaches 
will drop from 
bearing trees. 
While 
it 
seldom 
amouts to the entire loss of crop, except 
in young trees, 
the check to the 
growth and energy lost in putting out 
new leaves will often have quite a 
serious efl'ect uj)on the health of the 
trees. 
To lie most etlectual, Prof. 
Taft says that treatment should begin 
before the buds open, when a thorough 
spraying with strong copper sulphate 
solution (one pound to nfteen gallons 
of water) or with Bordeaux mixture 
should be given. However, even after 
the disease has made its anpearance, 
spraying may be employed to prevent 
its spread. 


As soon as the disease appears, and 
after the trees are out of blossom, they 
should be sprayed with Bordeaux mix­ 
ture (four pounds of copper sulphate, 
six pounds of lime and forty gallons of 
water), and the application should be 
repeated in two weeks if the disease 
persists or if the conditions are favor­ 
able for its reappearance. H applied 
before the disease has obtained a strong 
hold upon the leaves, and if the work 
is thoroughly performed, it will prevent 
the further spread of the disease and 
will also do much to prevent the fruit 
from the attack of brown rot, to which 
the earlier varieties are particularly 
subject. It will be well to add about 
three ounces of paris green to the al)ove 
mixture for the purpose of aiding in 
tile destruction of the curculio and 
other insects that may be feeding upon 
the foliage and fruit.

Though 
Orrington received its name because an 
old c*U*rk didn’t know how to spell and 
though it is the only Orrington in the 
W’orld, it gets little credit for being 
original, because compositors, proof 
readers and careful cppyists insist upon 
miHspclling a word that owe« its birth 
to bad orthography.—New York Sun.

The nmateur collector of curiosities 
generally has an exaggerated idea of 
the value of his treasures. No sooner 
iloes he get hold of something which he 
considers unique and interesting than 
he fancies that every museum in the 
country will jump at tho chance of pur­ 
chasing it from him. With .this idea he 
is continually calling upon museum 
keepers and trying to persnade them 
into exhibiting his so called rarities.

The curator of a popular northern 
museum has been much worried in this 
way during the last year or so. Only 
the other week a white haired old man 
came to him and showed him a dagger 
which was said to be the w’eapon used 
by King John in stabbing the boy 
Prince Arthur. Tho dagger was quite a 
modern affair and showed no signs of 
ago, but the old man stuck to his de 
scription strenuously.

all its tables to be translated into 
foreign measure, merely to obtain the 
advantages of a decimal system which 
we already have to all intents am 
purposes in a far moi« convenient 
form than we should obtain from 
the introduction of the meter and 
its derivatives? Besides these two unit 
measures—the inch and the foot—we 
also use the cubic yard, in civil en­ 
gineering, for excavations and earth­ 
work, but for mechanical purposes we 
could get along very well witii no other 
unit but the inch.—Casgier’i Haga- 
Bine.

A yonng man from my native town 
enterâd the army, and by dint of hard 
fighting and real merit rose to the rank 
of brigadier general, but with him at 
every promotion rose his brother, whom 
I will oall X., who had not met him 
for years and who was peacefully occu­ 
pied as cook in a distant opium den. 
This is how it was done. The soldier, 
after eaoh engagement in which he dis­ 
tinguished himself, reported imaginary 
deedaof valor performed by his brother, 
aipd hia word wae taken. One day the 
eook In the opinai den, who had never 
even asenabattle, read hit name In The 
Gaiette and fonnd to hit anrprlae that 
he had attained the rank of oolonel in 
the imperial foNM. 


Military atrvlee la in many waya 
very rsmnnerative to the offlcers. They 
enroll any men they like, and they al- 
waya draw the pi^ for many more men 
than are actnallf in the army. About 
70 per cent of the full number of men 
nominally serving and for whom pay la 
drawn ia the average ttrength of the 
foroet,' even under Li Hung Ghang’t 
comparatively honest officers, while 
elsewhere 100 men on paper usually 
meau but 40 or 00 in the flesh, (hi re­ 
view days the officers engage a sufficient 
number of soldiers by the day to make 
the army look all right. But there ate 
other sources of profit besides dealing 
in dunimy soldiers. The live onfs have 
to wear nnifurms and to eat, and both 
food and clothes are supplied at extor­ 
tionate prices by the officers, ao that of 
the 6 taela per month paid by the gov­ 
ernment for eaoh aoldier, about one-flfth 
or lest reaohet the pocketr of the men. 
All this refera to the **bravee*' who are^ 
w 3 j «ngagad dnring wartime and aie 
dlthanded Um monenl theflghtlnffia 
over wherever they may happan to be 
and nearly alwaya wlthoat the means 
of returning to their hoatet, thna keep­ 
ing np the tnppiy of armed fobbtfi all 
ever theenvÌNc 
Aa to the aaldlara ef the TtTfnllTrg 
army in thote ef peace, they ara, with 
the exoeptloB of the Mantehoo garriaon, 
m wretohedly paid that ita atrnigth ex- 
iala only on paper. The men enliit and 
legnlarly draw their pay—t ahilltoia 
par nMmth—and have aoareely any fnr- 
ther oonneotion with the military tenr- 
iea. The few that go on duty In the oltj 
galea live entirety on hribea. The Man* 
din force nnder the Tartar general, en 
the other hand, it well paid, but theae 
toldiert do no fighting. They are onty 
engaged ingnaraing the city against 
Ohlnete rehel^ Th^ live in a itparate 
quarter lo that'oeonpied by theOhineae, 
on whom they often make unprovoked 
attacks. Thna flghta between the Ohi- 
nete and the Tartar toldieiy aie of com­ 
mon occurrence, and as theae Tartar sol­ 
diers are not nnder the Jnrisdlotion of 
the eivil law their ontragaa invariably 
go nnpunished. Natnrally there ia no 
love lost between the city guarda and 
the native Ghiuese.—English Exchange.
